USSR Offers 
Replacement 
For Euratom 


MOSCOW ({(Kyodo-UP)—The 
Soviet Government Saturday 
proposed the organization of 
an aill-European economic and 
atomic institution in place of 
Euratom and Common Market. 


The Soviet proposal was 
released to five correspondents 
Saturday at a press conference 
held by Foreign Ministry 
spokesman, Leonid Ilyichey. 


Earlier Saturday the 12-page 
statement was delivered to all 
European Embassies and the 
American Embassy. 


The statement was preceded 
by a condemnation of Euratom 
and the Common Market which 
the Soviet Government declared 
were intended “to split Europe 
into blocs and were fraught 
with dangerous . cénsequences 
for the whole of Europe.” 


Gn the contrary, it continuéd, 


the Soviet proposed ali Euro- 


pean organization would unify 
rather than split Europe and 
insure universal economic and 
atomic cooperation for peace. 
The Seviet Government also 
warned that the Common Mar- 
ket and Euratom would create 
additional obstacles for the 
unification of Germany. 


The Soviet Government offer- 
ed all European countries which 
are now lacking atomic energy 
the utilization of Soviet re- 
search and experience for com- 
mon. benefits. 

In reply to a reporter’s ques- 
tion, the spokesman indicated 
the Soviet Union would be pre- 
pared to dissolve the existing 
Soviet-led 12-nation atomic re- 
search organization if an all 
“European Atomic Organiza- 
tion” were set up. 


Shipyard Strikes 
Begin in Britain 

LONDON (AP)—British ship- 
yard workers. struck Saturday 
in the first of a series of sched- 
uled industrial walkouts that 
could idle nearly three million 
workers within a week and 
cripple the nation’s ‘Major in- 
dustries. 

The gravest industrial crisis 


since the general strike of 1926 


confronted the country. whose 
postwar full employment al- 
ready has been dealt a severe

Mysterious tidal waves 30 feet 
high swept the Pacific coast of 
Fukushima Prefecture early Sat- 
urday morning. 

The powerful waves were 
enouzh to wash away 1,000 feet 
of a stone and concrete break- 
water at Hisanohama Beach. 
One house was destroyed and 
130 were flooded. 


No casualties were reported, 
however. 


The Central Meteorological 
Agency could give no explana- 
tion for the sudden tidal waves, 
which hit land at 3:30 a.m. No 
earthquakes strong enough to 
cause them were recorded, and 
winds at. the time were bliow- 
ing toward the sea. 


Further south, at Oarai Beach 
in Tbaraki Prefecture, 10-foot 
waves pounded an 800-foot front 
from Friday night to Saturday 
morning. No damage was re-

ported. - 

The waves in Fukushima pour 
ed 60 feet above the beach. 
More than 300 persons were 
forced to abandon their homes 
and flee to higher ground, 

A force ot isv Self-Defense 
Force members from Koriyama 
and police and firemen from 
nearby towns rushed to the 
scene to aid the local residents. 

They worked to set up an im- 
provised breakwater of sand 
bags. They filled 13,000 bags 
and asked for 10,000 more. 

The high tide receded at 6 
a.m., but it was feared that the 
remaining 2,600 feet of break- 
yater, much weakened, would 
collapse at the next high tide. 

The weather station at Fuku- 
shima suggested that the freak 
tidal waves could have occurred 
as the result of currents and 
low pressure areas developed in 
the ocean, 


Kremlin Receives 


Japan’s Ist Envoy 


MOSCOW (AP)—Suemitsu Ku- 
dowaki, Japan’s first postwar 
Ambassador to the Soviet Un- 
ion, presented his credentials to 
Soviet President Voroshiloy in a 
iS-minute ceremony at the 
Kremlin Saturday. 

He arrived at the. marbie-pil- 
Jared fourth floor reception 
room at the Kremlin Palace at 
5 pm. JST—S8 a.m. GMT, 

Kadowaki was accompanied 
by five members of the Em- 
bassy. 

Present at the ceremony from 
the Soviet side were Deputy 
Foreign Minister Federenko, A. 
Khrushkov, Chief of the For- 
eign Ministry’s,Far East Sec- 
tion and Protocol Officer N., 
Molochkov. 

In a brief statement, Kado- 
waki expressed the hope that 
friendiy relations between the 
Soviet Union and Japan would 
develop and prosper. 

He said he would do every- 
thing in his power to promote 
them and expressed the hope 
he would receive this aim from 
the Soviet Government, 

Voroshiloy assured him the 
Soviet Covernment sought 
friendly, good neighborly rela- 
tions with Japan and expressed 
the hope these ties would be 
strengthened in the future. 


Relax Red China Trade, 
Japan Tells U.S. Gov't 


The Japanese Government has 


informed the United States that 
it is Opposed to tighter controls 
om exports to Communist bloc 
countries and wants the restric- 
tions imposed on exports to 
Communist China eased to the 
level as applied to the’ Soviet 
Union and East Buropean coun- 
tries, 

Such an opinion was report- 
ed to have been transmitted 
through the American Embassy 
in response to an informal 
American inquiry sounding out 
Japan's stand on the question 


‘of clamping more rigid controls 


on exports to Communist bloc 
nations. 

The United. States reportedly 
has made similar .unofficial in- 
quirics to 16 other countries, 
and their views are now being 
assembled in Washington. . 

Since. these other countries 
aiso are known to be opposed 
to a further tightening of trade 
controis on Communist bloc na- 
tions, keen interest is being felt 
in official as well as private 
quarters as to what sort of steps 
the United States will take in 
the future relative to the issue. 

Informants. said that’ the 
Japanese Government was asked 


about its views in the early part 
of this year and had been care- 
fully studying the matter until 
lately, gauging also the attitude 
being taken by other major 
countries, such as Britain and 
France. 

The authorities were said to 
have come to the conclusion 
that it was essential for Japan 
to expand its trade irrespective 
of whether the question involv- 
ed the Communist bloc, and ex- 
port controls, thus, should be 
eased, . 

In considering the fact that a 
free exchange of goods is taking 

lace within. the Communist 

loc, the authorities also were 
reported to have held that it was 
illogical to draw a difference 
in restrictions between the So- 
viet. Union and the East Euro- 
pean countries, on one. hand, 
and Communist China on the 
other. 

The Japanese Government, 
thus, reaffirmed in its. expres- 
Sion of its views to the United 
States the desire to have restric- 
tions imposed on trade with 


Communist China relaxed to the 
level as that applied to the So- 
viet Union and the East Euro- 
pean countries. 


New Budget Plan 
Said Inflationary 


Seven economie ,.experts 
testifying before the House of 
Councillors Budget Committee 
Friday and Satarday concurred 
in warning that the fiscal 1957 
budget plan contains factors 
which could possibly invite in- 
fiation. 


The committee had held pub- 
lic hearings for the past two 
days to seek the views of ex- 
perts on the Government 1957 
budget bill now before the 
Upper House. 


Takao Takeda, professor of 
economics at Tokyo University, 
pointed out the danger of price 
increase, saying that the budget 
plan indicates no attempt to 
balance supply and demand, al- 
though it tends to create larger 
demand for goods, 


Hidezo Inaba, expert on eco- 
nomic forecasts, contended that 
the budget plan refiects undue 
optimism on the economic out- 
look of the world. It is out of 
keeping with the general pat- 
tern of economic policies being 
pursued by other couritries, he 
claimed. 

Kazuo Imai, member of the 
Social Security System Council, 
maintained that the . ¥100,000 
million tak cut. envisaged in 
the budget plan, will not be- 
nefit lower-income brackets, 
which make up .70 per cent of 
the Japanese. 

Smooth progress of committee 
study has led to the strong like- 
lihood that the budget bill will 
be passed by the Diet by April 
3 at the latest. But the Gov- 
ernment intends to get Diet ap- 
proval by the end of March by 
obtaining cooperation of the 
Ryokufukal Party. 

The. Budget Committee will 
study two supplementary bud- 
get plans for fiscal 1956 for 
three days from Monday, and 
then resume debates on the fis- 
a i957 budget plan from Fri- 

ay. 


Envoy Asakai Enplanes

Bie ws Saturday, issued in- 
structions for the fourth wave 
struggle, scheduled for Tues- 
day and Wednesday, in pro- 
test to the management's re- 
ply, received the same day, 
that full enforcement of the 
arbitration plan cannot be pro- 
mised, As a result, workers 
will resort to “furlough” tac- 
tics on two days at 162 post 
offices and 28 postal savings 
bureaus in 24 prefectures.

The two-week-old spring labor 
offensive by the General Coun- 
cll of Japan Trade Unions 
(Sohyo) ended for all practical 
purposes Saturday, with the 
settlement of the wage increase 
disputes by the powerful Na- 
tional Railway Workers Union 


and other public corporation 
and Government enterprise 
workers. 


Peace between the rail man- 
agement and workers was reach- 
ed shortly before 8 a.m. when 
the disputing parties agreed, 
among other things, to abide by 
the wage increase plan expect- 
ed from the Public Corporation 
and Government Enterprise Ar- 
bitration Commission. 


Settlement of the rail union 
dispute was quickly followed by 
a series of agreements between 
the respective Government-op- 
erated corporations and their 
emploves. 

The truce. agreement in the 
railway dispute, however, came 
too late for some early morning 
commuters. Rail workers in 
some sections of the Japanese 
National Railway network de- 
serted their workshops accord- 
ing to the pre-armistice sched- 
ule, 

In the Tokyo area. operation 
of 100 electric trains on the 
Chuo and Sobu lines was can- 
ce'>. as some 50 conductors, 
operators and signalmen aban- 
doned their work. Some pas 
senger and freight trains on 
other lines were delayed as rail

The collapse of the Sohyo of- 
fensive followed a midnight con- 
ference between the Prime Minis- 
ter and the leader of the Oppo- 
sition party, Chairman Mosgabu- 
ro Suzuki of the Socialist Party. 
In this meeting, Kishi pledged 
his Government to abide by 
the Arbitration Commission's

CAIRO (INS)—The 
Middle East teetered on 
the brink of war Saturday 
following a series of new 
moves designed to keep 
Israeli shipping out of the 


Gulf of Aqaba. 

An already tense situation 
developed into a_ full-blown 
crisis after Saudi Arabia invok- 
ed Moslem tradition to declare 
the gulf closed to Israeli ship- 


ping. | 

lt was.also endangered by 
Egypt's tightening of its admin- 
istration of the Gaza Strip in 
the face of threatened Israeli 
retaliation “without warning.” 

Reports from Jerusalem indi- 
cated that tension had reached 
a new high-level there. 
reports were backed by official 
announcements and the urgent 
trip to the U.S. of Foreign Min- 
ister Golda Meir. 

Mrs. Meir, due to arrive in 
the U.S, Sunday, stopped off 
briefly at Paris Saturday to con- 
fer with French officials, pre- 
sumably to obtain their support 
for any action Israel may take 
against Egyptianization of the 
Gaza Strip. 

Her trip was announced after 
an official Egyptian source said 
the U.N, Emergency Force 
(UNEF) would be moved to the 
1949 truce lines within 48 hours. 
This would complete transfer 
of the strip’s administration to 
the Egyptians, 

The sudden Arab one-two 
punch left the United Nations 
legally helpless and appeared to 
throw the whole question of 
war or peace into the Jap of 
the United States. 

The question appeared to be 
whether the U.S! would be able 
to calm down the Israelis. 

Mrs. Meir, according to Jeru- 
salem dispatches, would talk 
with Secretary of State John 
Foster Dulles and demand a 
showdown. President Eisen- 
hower was en route to Bermuda 
for a conference next week with 
British Prime Minister Harold 
Macmillan.

Behind the Headlines

Two factors, one positive in 
nature and the other negative, 
served to bring an early end to 
the spring labor offensive that 
Came to a grinding halt Satur- 
day. 

The positive factor was the 
pressure brought to bear upon 
the Government by the So- 
cilalist Party which culminated 
in the dramatic midnight 
huddle between Prime Minister 
Kishi and the Opposition lead- 
er, Chairman Mosaburo Suzuki 
of the Socialf®t Party. 


_ Prodding the Socialist Party 
from behind was Sohyo, the 
3,000,000-member General Coun- 
cil of Japan Trade Unions. 
And the Sohyo-Socialist pres- 
sure campaign stemmed from 
the realization on the part of 
the .450,000-member National 
Raitway Workers Union, the 
driving force of the spring 
labor offensive, that it was 
being left unaided to fight a 


lone battle. 
Labor’s battle array was. not 
necessarily united. e white 


collar Government and public 
service employes have been 


fighting against the proposed 


What Stopped the 


new wage system which they 
consider as being discrimina- 
tory against the lower-income 
bracket. The Korokyo, com- 
prising employes in the three 
public corporations and five 
Government enterprises, set 
its target at a ¥2000 wage 
increase. Nongovernmental uni- 
ons, meanwhile, just clamored 
for pay boost. 


At the early part of the spring 
offensive, Korokyo banked on 
nongovernmental unions with 
their legitimate right to strike 
to form a joint front through- 
out the campaign. But the non- 
government railway workers 
and coal miners dropped out 
from the labor front earlier last 
week after winning wage con- 
cessions from the management. 
On the other hand, the white- 
collar Government and public 
service employes postponed 
their campaign until the early 
part’ of April. 


These developments left Ko- 
rokyo fighting a lone fight. 
Alarmed, the Government rail- 
way workers hastily turned to 
Sohyo leaders, who in turn put 
pressure to bear on the Social- 
ists. Last Tuesday, Sohyo lead- 
ers attended a Socialist Party

conference and gently reminded 
the Opposition. leaders that two 
years ago when the electorate 
redistricting bill was placed be- 
fore the Diet, labor gave ample 
moral and material aid to the 
Socialist cause. If the Social- 
ists continued to sit idly by now, 
Sohyo bigwigs told the meeting, 
there was no assurance that the 
¥100,000,000 fund prepared for 
the next election would be 
forthcoming. 

The warning  lectrified the 
complacent Socialists, In the 
first action to comply with 
labor's request, Socialist Repre- 
sentative Teiji Ikeda _ sallied 
forth to a night rendezvous 
with Chief° Cabinet Secretary 
Hirohide Ishida, his former 
newspaper . colleague.

He and Toshiaki Tanaka, were 
defeated by -Ivan Andfeadis 
and Ladislav Stipek of Czecho- 
slovakia 13-21, 21-18, 19-21, 17-21. 


A few minutes later, speed 
artist Tanaka made a comeback 
to regain the world men’s sin- 
gies crown from his former 
eoach, Ogimura. Tanaka, 21, 
beat the 24-year-old Ogimura 
three straight sets for the title 
he lost to Ogimura one year 
ago, and which Ogimura had 
held in 1954. 


Ogimura was erratic. Some- 
times his farnous smashes went 
into the net and frequently they 
zoomed several times in a row 
beyond his opponents end of 
the table. 


After a brilliant chain of vic- 
tcries and rallies earlier in the 
tournament, Ogimura looked 
gaunt and weary from two 
weeks acting as interpreter, 
greeter and unofficial coach for 
the team. He had played 
matches there preliminary ear- 
lier in the day, before three 
finals, 

“We didn’t expect to lose the 
tr.en's doubles,” said coach-man- 
ager Chutaro Hodozuka. “Ogi 
mura’s bad condition caused it. 
Tanaka tried to cover for him, 
but could not win alone.” . 


Fujie Eguchi overcame nerv- 
ousness to outsmash England's 
Ann Haydon for the women’s 
singles crown, and to pull Ogi- 


mura through for a Japanese 


championship in mixed doubles 
against Haydon and Andreadis. 


Miss Eguchi, showing im- 
pressive power and accuracy at 
the end, recaptured the singles 
championship held by Tomi 
Okawa of Japan, who was 
eliminated in her quarter-finais 
match by Ella Zeller of Ruwu- 
mania. 

“In the mixed doubles, I was 
almost exhausted,” Ogimura 
said. “But Eguchi played very 
well and made up for it.” The 
dethroned champion took a 
cold shower between matches, 
trying to shake off his fatigue. 

Hodozuka __ said, imura 
Was umexpectediy bad. He 
couldn’t fight and lacked his 
usual spirit. Tanaka could play 
as usual against him. Eguchi 


1 1saved him in doubles.” 


“The mixed doubles were un- 
usual, just like ‘women's 
Hodozuka added. 
“Neither Andreadis nor Ogi- 
mura showed well. lhe women 
took the initiative.” 

The new singles champion, 
Tanaka, declared: 

“I'm glad we kept the men’s 
singles championship for Japan. 
Ogimura was in bad condition. 
He was very passive in the 
men’s singles, while I attacked 
as usual. I certainly never ex- 
pected to win 30. Ogimura’s

CAB Holds 
Closed Meet 
With Dutch 


WASHINGTON (AP) — The 
Civil Aeronautics Board held a 
two-hour closed meeting Friday 
with State Department officials 
and representatives of U.S. in- 
ternational and domestic airlines 
on a proposed air agreement 
with the Netherlands, 

Afterward CAB Chairman 
James R. Durfee and the con- 
ferees refused to comment on 
what position the United States 
will adopt when the talks open 
Tuesday. 

However, aviation circles free- 
ly predicted the United States is 
inclined to grant the Royal 
Dutch Airline KLM landing 
privileges in Los Angeles or 
Houston, and possibly an exten- 
sion of. its present route from 
Curacao, Dutch West Indies, to 
New York. 

KLM presently flies from Am- 
sterdam to New York and to 
Miami from Curacao, In a reci- 
procal arrangement, Pan Ameri- 
can World Airways flies to 
Amsterdam, 

American domestic and inter- 
national flag carriers have con- 
sistently opposed any extension 
of KLM’s present routes here. 

Last- week Dutch Ambassador 
J. H. van Roijen called on -Presi- 
dent EisenhoWer at the White 
House and presented him with 
a personal message from Prime 
Minister Willem Dees on the 
coming air negotiation, 

The message has never been 
disclosed. _— 

However, the Netherlands has 
attached high importance to the 
route extension as a means of 
increasing dollar earnings and 
thereby strengthening the econ- 
omy of a NATO partner. 

It is believed that this argu- 
ment would be strongly pushed 
when the Netherlands case is 
presented by E. H. van der Beu- 
gel, Minister of State for For- 
eign Affairs.

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.. Anti-Prostitution Campaign 
_- Japan’s drive to achieve respectability as a modern na- 
tien undergoes its first test next month. The Anti-Prostitu- 
tion Law, passed by the Diet last May, will go into effect 
against the women in Japan’s traditional red-light districts. 
Brothel owners will be given another year of grace under 


the law. 


Passage of the legislation last year was a milestone in 


Japan’s progress as a modern nation. 


It. was only after 


several years of the bitterest struggle that this measure was 
passed. But that fight is nothing if weighed against the 
pattie the nation faces now in enforcing its provisions. 


Those forces which opposed the bill: so bitterly will 
fight even more rabidly to make it a dead letter law. One 
well-known Japanese has compared the problem to that of 
outlawing the Communist Party. “Once it is made illegal,” 
he eaid, “it will go underground and become a many-headed 


dragon with two heads appearing in the head of each one 


- that is cut off.” 


... That should not deter the country from carrying the 
law initio force. "Bot # should make -us acutely aware of. 


_the manifold problems that may consequently arise. 


There is a lesson for all worthy citizens in the mush- 


: rooming growth of the disreputable “onsen mark” hotels in 


the neighborhood of the Meiji Shrine. These hotels, target 
of newspaper agitation recently, should be a warning to us 
‘of a trend which will become increasingly strong in all 


parts of Japan. 


Those in the business of prostitution will not give up 
without a last-ditch fight. The brothel operators, the prosti- 
tutes themselves, the pimps and panderers, and the fami- 
lies who sell their daughters into white slavery find their 
Ways too easy and the profits too great to shift to another 


_ business. 


General MacArthur’s Occupation headquarters attempt- 


ed to legi 


islate the red-light quarters out of existence, but 


thev continued in the same business, receiving licenses as 


“special drinking shops.” 


Under the new law, they will try to remain in the 
same old business again in the disguise of bars, cabarets, 
hotels, or any other suitable masquerade. And there will 
be a mushrooming of questionable hotels in other sections 
of the city, as there has been around the Meiji Shrine, or 


in nearby resort. towns. 


But where the law breakers have only to fight the 
police, our police authorities have to fight not only the cri- 
minals but the apathy of Government officials and the pvb- 
lic, and the lack of men and funds to carry out their job. 


Under the law, local governments are to set up welfare 
facilities to rehabilitate the girls in the world’s oldest pro- 
fession. There has been some progress in this direction in 
Tokye. But reports from neighboring Chiba and other pre- 
fectures around the country indicate little funds are being 


appropriated for this purpose. 


And it appears that little or nothing is being done to 
strengthen that arm of the police forces which will be 
given the difficult job of enforcing the Anti-Prostitution 
Law, Funds and men are urgently needed for this purpose. 


Welfare facilities and a strengthened police are the two 
-Sirect-attack phases of the problem. But there is another 
aspect which must not be overlooked. That is the educa- 
tion of the people to the need for stamping out white slave- 
ry so they will give the government their wholehearted 


support. 


| The red-light districts have been a part of Japanese life 
for so long that the people have come to accept them as 
necessary evils. The Tokugawa Shogunate created 
“Yoshiwara,” for instance, when it decided to move the 
prostitutes out of the center of Yedo into a swamp district 
outside the capital. Its view, one commentator said, was 
that prostitution should be sanitary and out of sight like 


a public lavatory. 


- "This view still prevails among a large part of the people 
and among government officials as well. To get their help, 


@ program of re-education is called for as an auxiliary to 


the actual problem of law enforcement. 

lf Japan is to win the war against prostitution, it will 
need the unstinted cooperation of the police, government 
and people. Lack of help from any one group can wreck 
the foundations of the new society which the law aims to 


erect.

Economic Aftereftects of Hungary Producing a Red Marshall Plan 


In an age of sharply competi- 
tive coexistence and an era of 
super powers, that. regional 


‘ problems affect other corners of 


the ‘world as well as the place 
‘where they originate needs no 
restatement. This inter-related- 
ness, certain to increase, makes 
the doctrine of the third force 
or neutralism illogical, if not an 
impossibility. One cannot be 
neutral if one’s house is on fire. 


That significant events in one 
sector register an effect on the 
seismograph of the entire world 
is nowhere better illustrated 
than in the continuing conse- 
quences of the revolts within 
the Communist orbit last fall. 


In,assessing the lessons of 
Poland and Hungary, Russian 
Communist Party leadership ap- 
pears to have quickly reached 
a conclusion that their buffer 
states could not be securely held 
within the Soviet empire uniess 
drastic changes occurred. 

The lessons of Poland and 
Hungary differed, depending 
upon whether one was a Com- 
munist.or a member of the free 
democracies. To the Commu- 
nists it was evident that the 
USSR could not continue to 
bleed the economy of her sate!- 
lites without facing the proba- 


bility of future armed uprisings. 


USSR’s Problem 


Secure retention of their areas 
within the Communist orbit 
required reducing the amount 
of raw materials and produc- 
tion requisitioned of satellites, 
and secondly, the improvement 
of their standard of living.

This would mean a 
sharply increased drain upon 
the ready credit balances of the 
Soviet Union, and increased pro- 
duction to meet an increased 
demand for export to these areas 
of consumer and capital goods, 

The USSR faced the problem 
of how to do this and sustain, 
and if possible .to raise, the 
standard of living for Muscovite 
Ivan, who himself has been long 
short of consumer goods much 
desired. In addition to these al- 
ready heavy demands, the USSR 
faced the .age task « the re- 
habilitation of Hungary, smash- 

ed by their own troops in the 
November-December uprisings. 
This requires more credits, more 
production, 

Taking the historical view, 
one can see some parallels in 
the problems of the Soviet Com- 
munists within their empire to- 
day and that of the Western 
world in 1945-47. Then it was 
the Communists who were feed- 
ing on hunger, dislocation, and 
misery in the immediate post- 
war chaos in France, Italy and 
other countries of western Eur- 
ope. The Marshall Plan was the 
proposal -*ered to meet this 
crisis and to prevent. worse 
chaos or actual control, of gov- 
ernment passing to the Com- 
munists. The plan succeeded 
brilliantly, as the record showed 
prior to the outbreak of the 
Korean War. 

Roles Reversed 


Now the roles are reversed. 
It is the Communists today who 
know and fear that hunger, 
misery, dislocation and discon- 
tent within their realms feed 
the spirit of national resistance 
and anti-communism. Faced 
with a “similar” crisis, the Com- 
munist leadership in Moscow 
appear to be proposing a similar 
solution. 

Taking a leaf out of the book 
of the bourgeois West, the Rus- 
sians seem to be attempting to 
fashion their own version: of a 
‘Marshall Plan to “protect” their 
satellite colonies. Like the Eu- 
ropean Recovery ned, as iy it 
too seems to have prepared pos- 
sibilities for an economic diplo- 
macy that can take the offensive

sive. For this reason Soviet di- 
plomacy in the Middle East may 
be assumed to be aimed to pre- 
vent any definitive settlement 
there until it can resume the of- 
fensive with advantage. Thus 
we may be sure that Nasser 
will be .encouraged by every 
means short of firm commit- 
ments, especialiy of the eco- 
nomic plant. 


Given -the internal situation 
of the USSR, and the long un- 
filled needs of the Russian con- 
sumer, meeting the needs of the 
Communist Marshall Plan de- 
mands developed since 1956 re- 
quired reorganization for an im- 
mensely increased industrial ef- 
fort. This seems to have been 
part of the reasoning behind the 
reassignment of Shepilov in 
February to the secretariat of 
the party’s Central Committee. 

The previous trend of steady 
concentration of industrial con- 
trols and management in All- 
Union members of the Council 
of Ministers has been suddenly 
reversed. The nation’s control- 
led industry is preparing for a 
rapid decentralization. But this 
decentralization is solely one of 
production, not of controls. This 
case is one in which ideology is 
thrown out the window in the 
face of urgent demands for 
speedy increase in industrial 
production, 

Shepilov'’s Task 


Shepilov’s return to his form- 
er party post has not been 
spelled out to the world press, 
but it may be assumed that as 
a proven propagandist of skill, 
and close to Khrushchev, he is 


‘im charge of rallying the party 


rank and file behind a new 
gigantic drive for more produc- 
tion, financial-savings programs, 
and an ideological battle to re- 
new the popular image of the 
USSR as threatened by a circle 
of hostile bourgeois powers. (It 
will .be interesting to see how 
that can be done without also 
admitting that somehow and 
somewhere the party and party 
leadership failed.) 


The urgent necessity for 


speed in fashioning a workable 


Communist Marshall Plan is un- 
derscored by the fact that if 
the Soviets cannot meet the eco- 
nomic needs of their satellites, 
the Western democracies can, 
with the United States acting as 
the cooperative banker. That 
was the real meaning of Eric 
Johnston's statement last week 
that the Western democracies 
should offer rehabilitation and 
industrial loan and aids to Po- 
land and other Red satellites. 
The pressure is thus squarely 


upon the USSR, That this pres-. 


sure is felt imay be safely as- 
sumed, for the Soviets have 


only to look at Yugoslavia to 


see that, if they fail, they may 
forever lose a dependent sate!- 
lite, 
| China's Aid 

That the purpose of recent So- 
viet economic and government- 
al reorganizations have political 
motivation seems evident in the 
example last week of the Com- 
munist Chinese Government of- 
fering financial aid to tiny Al- 
bania. Albania is not within 
the Afro-Asian bloc, it is not 
Moslem, or Asian in stock, It 
has been close to Stalinist-Mos- 
cow. It was one of the last Com- 
munist controlled governments 
to recognize Khrushchev’s at- 
tack on Stalin 13 months ago. 

The action suggests that the 
USSR lacked the ready re- 
sources to meet the relatively- 
minor demands of Albania, and 
yet these demands were of suf- 


. — " 
ficient importance that they had 
to be met. 

The second major point is 
that Albania is judged a safely 
secure Communist government, 
and therefore does not qualify 
for the Moscow version of Mar- 
shall aid. 

Thirdly, the incident indirect- 
ly but distinctly enhances the 
role of Communist China with- 
in the Communist orbit. 


Far Reverberations ° 


The fact that the USSR is 
laboring to devise a desperately 
needed program to shore up the 
eracks in her Suffer zone areas, 
the fact that such.a, program 
has clear parallels in need, pur- 
e and methods to a process 
first “invented” in the West, 
makes the potential abuse of 
the program familiar to the lat- 
ter. 

This plus the further fact 
that Communist China’s loan to 
Albania in effect. makes the 
program a Communist-world 
economic pool, suggests why so 
much emphasis was made at 
Canberra this week about the 
dangers of Communist penetra- 
tion. 

Moreover, not far way too, 
Indonesia reminded the meeting 
at Canberra of a tempting op- 
portunity for Communist eco- 
nomic interventionism there, 
should Sukarno succeed in dis- 
carding parliamentary democra- 
cy and bringing Communists 
into a select and untouchable 
state council, 

The echoes of distant Poznan 
and Budapest can be heard in 
the Middle East, in Moscow and 
the echo of Poland and Hun- 
gary appears to have been 
heard in Albania, China and in 
Canberra. Should the Commu- 
nist economic pool develop ef- 
fectiveness, its competition with 
Japan’s hopes in South Asia 
may force Japon to a closer co- 
operation than even now exists 
with the West. :

‘MANILA (FINS) — American 
support, both military and eco- 
nomic, is keeping the young re- 
public of South Vietnam free in 
the face of “formidable odds.”

Expeleta, in a question-and- 
answer interview with Interna- 
tional News Service, also noted 
the fact that South .Vietnam’s 
most pressing problem -now is 
how to remain economically 
stable. 

He said South Vietnam must 
remain free because “through:

feeling of misunderstanding: be-t outpost of democracy in the 


tween Japan and the United 
States. 

Case in point is the recent 
riflerange shooting of a. Japa- 
nese woman by an American 
soldier. It appears that the 
American was definitely at fault 
and should be punished accord- 
ingly. The Japanese press, in- 
stead of recognizing the shoot- 
ing for what it was, a simple 
crime committed by one person 
against another, has raised it to 
the fevel of an international in- 
cident and has even offered it 
as a reason why the U.S-Japan 
Mutual Security Pact should be 
revised. Every day Japanese 
commit crimes against Japa- 
nese. Every day Americans 
commit crimes against Ameri- 
cans. Why then is it so extra- 
ordinary that a crime is com- 
mitted by an American against 
a Japanese? 

A similar incident happened 
recently in Fukuoka; two Ameri- 
can soldiers beat to death, ap- 
parently without reason, an 
elderly Japanese man. The 
local newspaper, in expressing 
it# indignation editorially, stat- 
ed that “Japanese cannot but 
doubt the propriety of the dis- 
cipline and training of the 
American garrison forces in 
Japan.” This Japanese news- 
paper’ thus condemned the 
whole U.S, Army, right to its 
very case, simply because of 
the crimes of a couple of bad 
actors who are in a very small 
minority, >

latively loose discipline . and

Direct U.S. Aid 

1 How extensive and how 
effective is American aid, mill 
tary and economic, to South 
Vietnam? 

A. Since direct assistance 
was’ extended by the U.S. to 
Vietnam in January, 1955, 
American aid has amounted to 
.$497 million, Of, this, 64 per 
cent, or $320 million, have been 


used for the support of the 


Vietnamese military budget; $93 
million for the relief and re- 
habilitation of refugees; and $84 
million to help carry out the 
economic and social programs 
of the Vietnamese Government, 

In addition to military budget 
support, the U.S. provides the 
Vietnamese Armed Forces with 
supplies, equipment, spare parts 
and fuel out of direct military 
assistance funds of the U.S. De- 
partment of Defense. 

The extent of American aid 
may be gathered from the fact 
that it provides 90 per cent 
of all commercial imports into 
Vietnam, ' 

The effectiveness of American 
aid, utilized to good advantage 
by the Vietnamese Government, 
is evident in the survival of 
the Republic of Vietnam in the 
face of formidable odds and its 
rapid progress toward a demo- 
cracy, a respected member of 


with its emphasis in training the world community, 


on making a man a technically 
proficient soldier rather than 
an emotional “fighter,” realizes 
that the Army itself cannot be 
said to put an individual into

Inside Red China 


HONGKONG (INS) — More 
blood, sweat and tears are to be 
squeezed out of the people in 
Communist-controlled China— 
with renewed promises of better 
days ahead—to prevent eco- 
nomic rot from spreading.

The Peiping regime is faced 
with an economic and industrial 
crisis, widespread apathy and 
discontent in the countryside,

wardness in educational institu- 
tions and within the party, 
bureaucracy in administration, 
and dissatisfaction in mines and 
factories, 

All these ills and defects are 
attributed to lack of political 
consciousness and ideological 
indoctrination and, according to 
both independent Chinese and 
Western . observers, will be 


- covered up with a further in- 


tensification of attacks on the 
United States and a more force- 
ful campaign for the “peaceful 
liberation of Taiwan.” 


Red China’s internal prob- 
lems, political, ideological and 
otherwise, have become so 
serious that Chairman Mao Tse- 
tung recently personally eon- 
vened the supreme state con- 
ference (enlarged session). 


He ‘lectured: for four «solid 
hours on “theoretical, ideologi- 
cal and other fundamental 
questions” and on “contradic. 
tions” .among. the people (in- 
cluding the party).” 

His speeches have not yet 
been published. Previously, 


- however, the intelligentsia and 


party members high and low 
were soundly reprimanded in 
newspaper articles and editori- 
als for neglecting their political 
and ideological education and 
consequently “failing to dis- 
tinguish between, friend and 
enemy.” ; 


A hint that a party puirge is 
imminent was given on March 
6 by Lu Ting-yi,' chief of the 
propaganda department of the 
party’s central committee. He 
spoke on the 15th anniversary 
of the party’s “rectification 
campaign in Yenan.” 

He admitted that “since 
erroneous ideology has its so- 
cial origins and its origins in 
cognition, mistakes are  in- 
evitable.” 

He declared that “a resolute 
struggle even to the point of 
expulsion from the party, 
should be waged against those 


who obstinately refuse to ¢or- 


rect their mistakes and carry 
out activities detrimental to the 


party...” 


It has been largely responsible

No Danger Now 

2. Is there any danger of re- 
newed Communist aggression 
on South Vietnam? If so, js the 
young republic able to with- 
stand such onslaught?’ 

A. There appears to be no 
danger at present of renewed 
Communist aggression. The 
Geneva agreements of 1954, 
which divided the country 
along the 17th parallel for truce 
purposes pending a political 
settlement, has also established 
the international supervisory 
and control commission which 
acts as a watchdog for any sign 
of aggression. 

The commission has been a 
factor for peace in the area. 

Another deterrent is SEATO 
which has. expressly included 
Vietnam within its protective 
umbrella. 

The Republic of Vietnam re- 
mains vigilant in the task of 
maintaining its previous free- 
dom and has strengthened itself 
considerably against any possi- 
bie attack. 

3. What danger would it 

to the Free World if South 
ietnam falis under the Red 
orbit? 

A. The fall of Vietnam to the 
Communist would further weak- 
en the cause of the Free World 
in an area where the vast 
majority of peoples are either 
Communist or neutral. Through 
its survival, Vietnam has per- 
formed a great service to the 
Free World. It acts as an out- 
post of democracy—one of the 
last—in. the mainland of Asia. 

Its loss would _ seriously 
threaten the stability and peace 


of the neighboring non-Commi> 
nist states—Cambodia, Lacs, 
Thalland, Burma and Malaya. 
It would bring communism 
closer to the Philippines from 
another dire@tion. 

And. it would have a strong 
effect. upon Indonesia which is 
now having its own internal 
probiems. 

SEATO Welcomed 
4. What is the official think. 
Ing in Saigon in regard to the 
Southeast Asia Treaty Organiza- 
tion (SEATO)? Do you feel 
South Vietnam should be @ 
member of SEATO? 

A. Vietmamese circles have 
welcomed the -formation of 
SEATO as guarantee against 
Communist aggression, Viet 
nam is included in the SEATO 
protocol among the areas sub 
ject to the protection of the 
signatories. 

In case of aggression, SEATO 
procedures could be invoked 
provided there is a request 
from Vietnam. 

Vietnam should be a member 
of SEATO by reason of her geo- 
graphical position in Southeast 
Asia and, furthermore, because 
of the common interest and 
principles that bind her -to the 
other SEATO members. 

However, it is felt that the 
initiative for Vietnamesé mem- 
bership should come from the 
SEATO members themselves 
and so far there have been no 
overtures, 


Economic Problems 

5. What are South Vietnam's 
economic problems, and how is 
the Administration of President 
Ngo Dinh Diem meeting them? 

A. The present economic 
problems of Vietnam are con- 
sequences of years of colonial 
administration and the long 
civil war. which disrupted com- 
merce, _decreased prodyction 
and led to the abandonment of 
farmlands. 


These problems were com- 
pounded with the arrival of ap- 
proximately 900,000 refugees 
from the north who have. been 
successfully absorbed within the 
period of two years into the 
national community and are 
now able to contribute usefully 
to the country’s economy, _. 

The basic need of Vietnam is 
the development of a more 
balanced economy so as to less. 
en its extensive dependence on 
the export of rice and rubber, 
and greater productivity to in- 
crease the national income and 
foreign exchange earnings. 

Necessarily, the - first. two 
years of President Diem’s.Ad- 
ministration were devoted to 
the political and military stab- 
ilization of the country. With 
great improvement in these 
fields, the Government is now 
able to devote greater atten- 
tion to economic problems. 

First and. foremost is the na- 
tional reconstruction effort, fol- 
lowed, by long-range economic 
development. Manufacturing is- 
being actively.encouraged and 
assisted. Corollary problems 
relating to capital and credit, 
managerial and technical skill, 
and labor are also being given 
attention. A system of equit- 
able land reform has been int 
stituted. 

Further Aid 

6. How can the Free World, 
particularly, the U.S., contribute 
to South Vietnam’s economic 
self-sufficiency? 

A. The Free World can con 
tribute to the efforts of South 
Vietnam toward economic self- 
sufficiency by continuing to pro 
vide financial aid and technical 
assistance including training. 

The time has come for long- 
range economic development 
programs te be undertaken and 
this endeavor requires a new 
orientation in aid as well as 
foreign capital investment, com- 
patible with Vietnamese sover 
eignty. 

Free World aid and foreign 
investments, given directly or 
through the medium of the 
Colombo Plan, the United Ne- 
tions and other agencies, can be 
a large factor in. the etonomic 
success of Vietnam. 

When export production 
levels are attained the Free 
World can help Vietnam econo- 
mically by buying more of her 
products. The U.S., which has 
made the greatest contribution 
to Vietnamese economic surviv- 
al, is called upon particularily 
to continue playing a key role 
in the ecanomic life of Vietnam, 

No nation in recent history 
has encountered more fearful 
odds in her struggle for free- 
dom. But Vietnam won the 
uneven fight and, today, finds 
herself fully free and come 
pletely sovereign. Like the 
Philippines her problem now is 
how to achieve economic suf-
